By the courtesy of “The Foreign Mis- 
sionary,” the official monthly of our 
Foreign Board, we offer the following 
letter from Dr. J. F. Kruger. The Luther 
League of Sioux City, Iowa, and Pastor 
and Mrs. Koch, who encouraged the gift, 
are to be congratulated on their fine mis- 
sionary spirit. A place for “The Asso- 
ciate Missionary” ought to be reserved on 
their Service Shield. At the present time 
Rev. Anspach and myself feel like joining 
in the song printed on page three. We 
would change the last line into: “That’s 
where fine Christians grow.” Shall I tell 
you why we are so enthusiastic about the 
State of Iowa? Because Sioux City is located in this 
State. Trinity Lutheran Church is located in Sioux 
‘City, and Trinity Lutheran Church has a splendid Luther 
League, which has done a fine thing for our mission work 
in China. The associate missionary, a Johnson outboard 
saltwater motor, safely reached us. 

Now comes the best part, which I am sure will make 
all of you very happy. Shortly after we had received the 
motor, word was brought to us that one of our preachers 
was very seriously ill. Mr. Chiao has charge of our 
work in Hao Wa. There is no physician, either foreign 
or Chinese, anywhere near his village across the bay. 
The messenger told us that Mr. Chiao was unconscious 
and delirious. Unfortunately our own mission does not 
have a physician in China. Providentially, however, two 
Presbyterian doctors who have not been able to return to 
their mission field on account of the recent disturbances, 
were in the city of Tsingtao. We spoke to them about 
Mr. Chiao, and one of them offered to go along with 
us. On Sunday afternoon at 4:30 o’clock Dr. Murray 
of the Presbyterian Mission, Rev. Anspach and myself 
boarded a sampan. The Sioux City outboard motor was 
- attached, and the motor started on its first mission trip 
of mercy. We went past the American warships in the 
harbor of Tsingtao, past the Chinese wireless station, 
the place at which criminals are executed, on toward 
Hao Wa. At first the sea was smooth and calm, but 
after a time we were tossed about considerably by 
rather high waves, but our motor was equal to the oc- 
casion. In spite of the high sea we reached the harbor

picture shows the new boat built for permanent use 


near Hao Wa in about two hours! From the harbor we 
walked five li (almost two miles) to Hao Wa. Dr. 
Murray examined our preacher, and discovered that he 
was suffering from a severe case of pneumonia. We left 
medicine and instructions as to the care of the patient. 
Then we had prayer with Mr. Chiao and a number of 
Chinese friends. As Dr, Murray had to get back to 
Tsingtao, we were compelled to start on our trip home 
that same evening. The night was dark but beautiful. 
The sea was much calmer, so that we reached Tsingtao 
at about midnight. The return trip took only one hour 
and a half! On the way home we talked about the 
Luther League at Sioux City, which had made it possible 
for us to bring help and comfort to one of our Chinese 
brethren, and we asked God that He might bless all of 
you. We decided to call our outboard motor: “The 
Sioux City.” 

Shortly after we had taken this trip we started on 
another visit. This time we went to the village of Han 
Kia on the island of Yin Tao. This trip is longer than 
the one to Hao Wa. Asa rule we had to take three days 
for a visit on Yin Tao. One day for the trip going to 
Yin Tao, one day for preaching, and one day for return- 
ing. In the past we had to make great preparations for 
this trip. We had to take our cook along, beside this 
we had to load provisions, camp cots, bedding, etc., on 
the sampan, This time each one of us took some sand- 
wiches, a bottle of boiled water, and a bottle of coffee 
along. Two of our Chinese preachers were anxious to 
go with us as they wanted to see how the motor worked. 
We also took one of our Chinese Chris- 
tians from Yin Tao along with us. In- 
cluding the two Chinese sailors and Rev. 
Anspach and myself there were seven 
people in the sampan. But again our 
good Sioux City chugged along merrily, 
The tide and the wind were against us, but 
in spite of these facts we reached our des- 
tination in three hours! Our preacher on 
Yin Tao had not expected us, he was very 
much surprised to hear that it had taken 
us only a few hours to reach the island. 
We examined the children in the cate- 
chism, our two Chinese preachers preach- 
ed, we had prayer and sang several hymns, 
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Then we inspected the church and school build- 
ings and found that it would be necessary for us to 
make some repairs. After having done all this work, we 
reached home at 7:00 P. M. Can you understand now 
why your gift makes us feel so happy? Each time the 
motor says: Chug, chug, we feel like saying: Thank you! 
Thank you! It was a wonderful gift, the first associate 
missionary who has arrived in China since we came to 
this country two years ago. I am sending you three 
pictures. No. 1 shows the boat in which we took our 
first trial trip. I wish you would notice the smile on my 
face! Picture No. II shows Rev. Anspach, Mr. Service, 
the builder of the boat, and little Parker Anspach. Pic- 
ture No. III shows the motor and the type of boat, a 
Chinese sampan, in which we take our trips across the 
bay to the islands.

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Good Work For The Gospel in Japan 


Rev. Fred Heinz, New York State Luther League 
Missionary to Japan, sent a short greeting with a long 
clipping from a Saga newspaper to show how the wind 
is blowing in Japan. “Minnie” is Mrs. Fred, and her 
host of Luther League friends rejoice in her full 
recovery. Along with the letter came an order for 
intermediate literature. Fred was a real boy’s worker, 
Scout Master and everything, before he went to Japan. 
It was good missionary training. There also is a third 
member of the Heinz. family.

Dear Friend: November 28, 1927 


We had a real Thanksgiving here with duck instead of turkey, 
but real cranberry sauce, celery and all the other fixin’s. We had 
especial cause for thanksgiving because Minnie got out of bed and 
came to the table to eat for the first time since Sept. 24th. She 
is back to normal again now with the exception of sore feet from 
walking after her long siege. 

From the newspaper:— ‘Firmly believing that the solution 
of Japan’s food and over-population problems lies in the single word 
“Work,” Nitto Okawara, self-styled preacher of the gospel of hard 
labor, who has been touring Japan for several months, recently 
arrived in Tokyo to convert this faithless metropolis. 

“A striking figure clad in a black kimono and hakama and over 
six feet tall with a long white beard and wearing his snowy hair 
hanging in tresses on his back, he resembles more a prophet of old 
than a man of this restless era. 

“IT am convinced that work can solve all problems now 
facing this country and that single word should be the gospel of 
all Japanese. Not only should the common people awaken to the 
impending catastrophe that is certain to befall our country if she 
continues in her present attitude, but the nobles, the Buddhist 
and Shinto priests who are now living a life of leisure ought to show 
an example by putting their shoulders to the wheel. 

“The world is advancing at a terrific speed every day and 
today we are no longer in an era when men can live on other 


people’s offerings or on the fortune left by their ancestors, as 
these temple and shrine attendants or scions of noble families are 
doing nowadays. No idler can_ be left to live and everybody 
should start to work without difference of caste or rank, if they 
want to prevent the country from falling into an abyss of destruction. 


“There is still enough land to support all of Japan’s popula- 
tion if it is adequately developed. There is a surplus of youths 
now in cities and in industrial centers, yet nobody wants to return 
to the agricultural districts, because living standards are lower 
than in the cities. 

“Boys that were formerly satisfied with their living in the 
country districts now gather in towns, dreaming of success, and leave 
their ancestral hearth to slow but certain destruction, thus bringing 
on gradual death to the farming sections of the country. Something 
must be done to check that movement, and for this we can but 
rely on the nobles and shrine priests, for the former being the 
erstwhile lords of the land still wield an enormous influence over 
their former subjects, while the latter have great spiritual powers 
of persuasion. 

“Grim misery holds sway over the rural districts of Japan 
to-day. No farmer is able to live on his produce of rice and can 
barely support himself and family on his side produce. This 
should be remedied at the earliest date possible, yet no Parliament 
representative has ever undertaken this agricultural relief as an 
issue. The lack of emphasis on the part of the Educational Depart- 
ment on the teaching of filial duty, one of the most beautiful 
traits of the old Japanese is gradually allowing the infiltration of 
communistic and anarchistic propaganda. 

“For instance, in the older times the second and third sons 
of a family would work for their elder brother, so as to bring 
prosperity on their house. Today, however, all male children 
excepting the successor of the family name are apt to be dissatis- 
fied with the living conditions in the country and hit the trail for 
the city. There, without funds. and unable to find work he will 
gradually drift into the fold of the malcontents until one day he 
will return home to preach doctrines of hate and civil strife. Again, 
there is the sudden change in the trend of the women’s magazines, 
glorifying the free and independent woman. These reach 
simple-minded girls in the country and breed dissatisfaction. This 
often makes unwise mothers who teach their children to try their 
luck in the big city melting pot, instead of working on the farm.’ ”

NICKEL A WEEK CLUB

There is a group of young folks who in the name of 
the Luther League of St. Andrew’s Church of Perkasie, 
Pa., are endeavoring to support a boy’s scholarship in 
Liberia. The majority of these young folks are not 
yet members of the Luther League. Still they are 
supporting the scholarship in the name of the League. 
(They do not have a Junior or Intermediate League 
at St. Andrew’s.) There are 21 in the group, ranging 
in age from 2 to 18 years, the youngest in the group 
being our son who, we hope, is a prospective missionary 
for Liberia. “Nickel-a-Week for a Scholarship in Li- 
beria,” is the slogan of this group. After that we hope 
to keep enough young people interested in the group 
so as to take the place of those who drop out, in order 
to have a $100.00 scholarship at all times. Our aim is to 
get ‘young folks who are not yet church members and 
not yet members of the League to join this group. 


Although they did not start at the beginning of the 
year to save their money they said they would try to 
make up by paying ten cents a week until they had 
paid in their part of the pledge. I know that the 
Luther League will pay the $45.00 some time before the 
end of this year. However, the agreement isn’t simply 
to pay $45.00 a year, although that is what is written 
on the card we sent you when they promised to under- 


take the scholarship, but each child is to pay a nickel 
a week this year and then next year is to try to get 
another child to join the group, so that by next year 
we should have a $100.00 scholarship.

Dear Folks: 

I hope you liked the first edition of “The Review.”

If you knew 
what your gifts will mean in the homes of aged and ill 
pastors, you would give till it did hurt. They have given 
their lives to the Church, received a pitifully small salary, 
raised and educated families, served their people, and 


when age came, they have found themselves unable to 
work or unwanted. 

We note with real regret the resignation of Dr. 
Sandt, Senior Editor of “The Lutheran.”’ Long before 
the merger, in boyhood days, I remember the visits of 
“The Lutheran” to our library table at home. It was 
then a weekly of “The General Council’ while I was 
brought up in a General Synod atmosphere. Yet no 
church paper was read with so much favorable com- 
ment. Dr. Sandt’s long life of talented service to the 
Church should be an inspiration to all our Church youth. 
To his successor, Dr. Melhorn, the League offers its 
best wishes. This fall it will give him evidence of its 
confidence in him by adding some more thousands of 
new subscribers to “The Lutheran” family. 

This issue goes to press too soon to tell of the 
Executive Committee Meeting, January 19th. Your 
secretaries are busy as bees these days trying to get 
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reports in shape to present. Miss Scholl, our busy 
Office Secretary, is running a regular Uncle Amos 
question box on her own account as we all turn to her 
for facts and figures. Wish she could tell us that every 
unit in the Luther League of America has paid 1927 
dues in full! 

The President of the United Lutheran Church, Dr. 
Knubel and the Treasurer, Dr. Miller, are on a voyage 
to India, to visit our missions there and in the last of 
March expect to attend the International Missionary 
Council in Jerusalem. Let us remember them in our 
prayers at Devotionals and in our personal quiet hours, 

The Executive Board of the United Lutheran 
Church at its December meeting took action favorable to 
two matters touching the League. First, the appropria- 
tion of $6,000 was renewed for 1928. This action is 
greatly appreciated. Second, a special Commission on 
Parish Education is proposed for possible action by the 
United Lutheran Church meeting this fall in Erie, Pa. 
Representatives from the Parish and Church School 
Board, Women’s Society and League are asked to meet 
in conference with representatives of the Executive 
Board to go over the question and recommend a course 
of action. This is the result of the resolution passed by 
the Salisbury Convention with an eye to a better co- 
ordinate educational program for the congregation. 

Mrs. S. T. Peterson put it across this time, without 
a question. Illinois just missed being the first to pay 
their Andhra quota by a mail. This time they are 
done before the rest of the Luther League of America 
had a chance to start. No, they are not done, they 
have exceeded their quota. The next goal will be 
Double the Quota. “Hand it to Min.” 

Omaha is getting all excited about the convention 
for 1929. Well, that is only next year and it is never 
too soon to begin preparations. New York is also all 
“het up” over the coming State Convention to be held 
next May in their little town. Good chance for Leaguers 
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from surrounding states to attend. Look up forgotten 
friends who live in New York. It is better than hotel 
bills! 

I have written a book. A look around any book 
store leaves me quite embarrassed.

What can our League do for the Ministerial Pension 
Drive? 

When the campaign was being set up we asked the 
Director what the Luther League could do.

But the total to raise 
is so large, and the congregations will have such a task 
in meeting their quotas, it was thought better to ask 
the League to throw in its lot with the general con- 
gregational campaign. The Brotherhood and Women’s 
Society are also doing this. So your part in this great 
drive is to offer your services to the director of the 
campaign in your church, I expect 100% of the Leaguers 


will give and serve in this greatest task the United 
Lutheran Church ever attempted. 


How can I become a Foreign Missionary? 

Exactly what is your training in school and out?

Does not the average Luther League withdraw a 
measure of loyalty from the Church to itself? In other 
words, isn’t the effect of a youth organization divisive? 

No. There may be instances were faulty leader- 
ship in the League has made it seem to be an end in 
itself. “Of the Church, By the Church and For the 
Church” are not idle phrases. Any League that is not 
unselfishly centered on the good of the Church has no 
right to the name. 


How can a young woman, prepared to do parish 
work, find a position?

WHAT IS IT IN JESUS THAT ATTRACTS 
YOUNG PEOPLE? 


John 12 :20-32 


To Leaders: This ought not to be an academic discussion of 
the qualities in Jesus that attract youth. It ought to give oppor- 
tunity for witness on the part of every Leaguer, witness as to what 
Jesus means in life. It ought also to be a real appeal to any young 
folks who attend League who are not Christians or whose love for 
Christ has gone cold. Some time could be spent profitably in choos- 
ing the ten most lovable qualities in the character of Jesus, or the 
ten reasons why Jesus is loved by young folks. Use a blackboard 
and write them down as fast as they are suggested. Then take out 
those that are duplicates and vote by ballot for the ten in the order 
of their attractiveness. Send in the result to Uncle Amos. Have 
five talks on ‘‘What attracts me most in Jesus.” Give an incident 
from the life of Jesus to illustrate each quality named in the topic 
discussion below. Assign one speaker for each quality. What are 
the reasons for our choice of friends and how many of them apply 

*to the choice of the Friend? 
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Weekly Devotions are the 
Foundation of the League 


Topic 

Our appreciation of people depends not only on 
their likableness but on our interests and instincts, To 
one who loves music it is a real event to meet a great 
musician. To a scholar, a great teacher is more thrill- 
ing than a drama. To those who are neither musicians 
nor scholars such a meeting means nothing. If we have 
no interest in the best and noblest things in life, Jesus 
will have little attraction for us. On the contrary, if 
Jesus has no attraction for us, if we can know the life 
of Jesus without a real thrill of joy, we better examine 
ourselves carefully and prayerfully to discover what is 
wrong. The young man or young woman who does 
not respond to the winsomeness of Jesus is in a bad way, 
a dangerously bad way! 

What are some of the traits in the life and person- 
ality of Jesus that should appeal? 

Loyalty 

How the world despises the traitor! How it re- 
spects the man who at personal cost is loyal to a cause or 
to his friends. Jesus “Steadfastly set his face to go to 
Jerusalem,” at the very beginning of His ministry and 
man or demon could not swerve Him from His purpose. 
Think of His friendship for the. family at Bethany. 
Because of the growing enmity of the Jewish leaders, he 
went straight back to His friends who needed Him. 

Peter could deny Him with an oath, yet Jesus’ loy- 
alty to Peter remained unshaken. 

Sincerity 

The world also hates hypocrisy. Jesus was abso- 
lutely genuine. To pretend to be what one is not, for 
one’s own selfish interests, is low and base. Ruskin 
tells of the statue of a Doge of Venice. The front, 
showing to the public, is finished elaborately. But the 
back is of unwrought stone., The front pictures the 
carefully wrinkled brow of a thinker, and the ermine 
robe is most beautifully done. The unseen side is 
rough. “Now” says Ruskin, “comes the very gist and 
point of the whole matter. This lying monument is at 
least truthful, if in nothing else, in its testimony to the 
character of the sculptor. He was banished from Venice 
for forgery in 1487.” Jesus lived in a glass house. All 
the ages have been invited to look in. The ages agree 
that Jesus is The One without guile. 


Courage 

“Be not afraid of them that kill the body, and after 
that have no more that they can do” was Jesus’ call to 
courage. It characterizes His own fearlessness. He 
knew that the Pharisees would one day take His life in 
vengeance for His courageous attacks on their hypocrisy, 
but He never thought of compromise. Think of telling 
the story of “The Good Samaritan” to Jews. It would 
be like telling the story of the good Frenchmen in 
Germany, or of the good German in England, during 
war days. Says Emerson, “A hero is one who, taking 
both reputation and life in hand will, with perfect ur- 
banity, dare the gibbet and the mob, by the absolute 
truth of his speech and rectitude of his behaviour.” 

Spiritual Insight 

Life was always more than meat to Jesus. He saw 
the things for which it was worth living ana dying. 
His sense of values easily discarded the things about 
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which it is not worth while to worry. Things to eat 
and wear, take up much of our anxious thought. Some 
of us spend more time puzzling as to what we shall do 
for a good time tonight or tomorrow night, than we do 
about the saving of our souls. Rich and poor alike to 
Him, both needing Him. What a relief to take one’s 
eyes away from the hustle and rush of the lives of 
our neighbors, and fix them on the calm, quiet, trustful 
life of Jesus! “Seek ye first the kingdom of God and 
His righteousness, and all these things will be added 
unto you.” 
Affection 
When He said “God is love” we think of Him and 
gladly admit the truth of what He said. Such gentle- 
ness with sinning woman, with grafting tax gatherer, 
with stupid apostles! Even His indignations were di- 
vorced from hate. “We love Him because He first loved 
us.” 
Forgiveness 

Shall we ever forget the opening scene of the drama 
on Calvary? They are nailing Him to a cross, not a 
brass cross, not a gold cross, but a rugged wooden 
cross! The nails are iron, wrought in a real forge. 
Rude, out-door men hold His arms in merciless grip 
and swing the hammer with brutal strength. He is 
innocent, He deserves kindness and gentleness. He is 
facing the most brutal death the ingenius deviltry of 
man could devise. Yet he can pray “Father, forgive 
them, they know not what they do.” If that scene 
will not awaken our love, nothing will. That is why 
God dared to stake our hope of salvation on the death 
of His Son. It was for us, for the forgiveness of our 
sins that He died on Calvary. 

Jesus 

Shall we speak of His magnanimity, His self-re- 
straint, His endurance, His friendship, His teaching, His 
beauty? Perfection may be cold and forbidding. Not 
the perfection of Jesus. Wherever He went the people 
flocked after Him. ‘Like shepherds on a cold winter 
night gather around a fire to warm themselves, so 
gathered the poor and sinful about the glowing warmth 
of Jesus.” It would take a life time to tell all that in 
Jesus attracts youth. Have we answered to His appeal 


for love: 
“My Jesus, I love Thee, 


I know Thou art mine.”

HOW CAN I HELP OTHERS TO 
FOLLOW JESUS? 


John 15:26, 27 


To Leaders : Why not take up seriously plans for a more 
effective witness on the part of the League? Will any of those 
confirmed this Holy Week look to members of the League as those 
responsible for their confession of Christ? Before you make final 
plans for this meeting, have a talk with the President of your 
League and suggest that from now until Easter your Leaguers will 
definitely plan to win some of the young folks of your community 
who are without a Church home. A list could be made out and 
definite prayer offered by the Leaguers in their private devotions. 
Certain Leaguers could be assigned definite young folks to invite. 
Another possible definite result would be a study class. Write Uncle 
Amos for a suggested text book giving the average age of those who 
would attend. Also tell how many weeks, meeting once each week 
could be devoted to this. Personal evangelism would be the subject. 

Discussion questions: 1, Can one be a Christain without being 
a _ witness for Christ? 2. Witness is the same word as martyr 
(Assign a short talk on “The Martyr, 1928 Model.”) 3, Am I my 
brother’s keeper? 4. Do you believe this? Why? The world is as 
hostile against Christ as it ever was, though its hostility may 
assume more cultured and refined forms than of old. (This question 
could be used as a subject for debate with three on each side, con- 
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testing for and against the truth of the quotation.) 5. Will argu- 
ment ever win any one to Christ? 6. How can you approach any- 
one who does not believe in the Bible? 7. Suppose some one 
answers that he is as good as the average church member, how 
would you answer him? 8. How would you apply the following 
to witnessing for Christ, ‘“The outflow can not be greater than the 
intake?” 9. What do you think of a Christian who is ashamed to 
speak of Christ? 10. If Christians fail to win others for Christ, 
how can the world be won to Jesus? 


Topic 

The method of Jesus for the winning of the world 
is by way of the personal witness of His followers. 
Peter, James, John and the rest of the followers of Jesus 
took for granted that witness for Christ was a part of 
their new relationship to Christ. They started out to 
tell others about Jesus and so a band of twelve grew 
and grew till Christ is worshipped the world over. In 
North Africa was one of the earliest and strongest 
Christian communities. There is still a Christian uni- 
versity that looks far back through the centuries for its 
beginnings. But it is a dying Church today and Coptic 
Christianity stands as a monument to the truth that a 
Church that fails to witness will not live. It is also true 
that if we personally do not try to witness for Christ, 
we will soon lose the reality of His presence. If our 
Christianity is growing cold and formal, a sure way to 
revive it would be to go out to speak to some one about 
our Christ and our Church. 

We offer no mechanical set of rules for witness. 
Good common sense is necessary. The general prin- 
ciples of salesmanship are all one needs to know. We 
need more sense than had that good brother who came 
out of a revival all stirred up with the desire to wit- 
ness for Christ to the first man he met. It happened 
the first man he saw was an Italian caring for a corner 
fruit stand. Going up to him with hysteria in his voice 
and eyes shining with excitement, he put his hand on 
his shoulder and looking him in the eye said dramatically, 
“My man, are you ready to die?” Before he could say 
any more, he faced an empty fruit stand, while the 
coat-tails of a badly scared Italian could be seen rapidly 
disappearing down the street. Perhaps we should not 
laugh at him. Better to make a mistake than never to 
have tried. However, common sense in our approach 
to people is a necessity. 

Responsibility 

We must realize that Christ is depending on us. 
Do we? We think-of that which Christ means to us, 
and we can never think enough on that subject. We 
also should remember that He has entrusted to us the 
winning of the world to Him. He has no other plan 
for the growth of the Kingdom. He would not depend 
on force, nor on organization, He wrote no books, did 
no advertising, even by miracles. He had no places, no 
fine robes, no uniformed servants with which to impress 
people with His importance. It was every-day men, 
working men, unlearned men, upon whom He placed all 
His dependence. He depends on us today. Our Church 
will grow in this community not by the work of one 
man, however good a preacher and pastor but by the 
work of the rank and file in the Church. 


The Dedicated Will 
It is not hard to learn our place in the method of 
Jesus, it is hard to set ourselves at the task, It is not 
ability that is most lacking. That may be acquired 
anyway. It is a-will-ity that is lacking for most of us 
We know that if we love Christ enough we ought to iy 
to win others to Him, We know that a simple invita- 
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tion to Church, to Sunday School, to League, where our 
friend could come under the influence of Christian pastor 
and Christian people would possibly be the first step in 
the saving of a soul. Let us dedicate our wills to the 
meeting of the challenge.

This age makes much of conduct and little of creed. 
We should not discount the spoken word. The business 
of the world is done by salesmen. The finest advertis- 
ing campaign would be a failure if there were not men 
to go out and make personal solicitation of orders. Good 
salesmen do not argue. MacLaren says “Not to argue, 
not to adorn, but simply to attest” is our duty. “The 
sword with which thou dost command, Is in thy mouth, 
not in thy hand.” 

Perhaps some of us should be preachers or mission- 
aries. That does not free the rest of us from the duty 
of speaking for Christ. 


Our Lives 
A witness is not allowed to testify about that which 
others have said. He must stick to his own experience. 
Lips that do not speak out of lives that are also dedi- 
cated to His service, are not worth much. “The minis- 
_ try of bearing witness is unavoidable to those to whom 
Christ has been a redeeming reality.” It would not do 
much good to advise a neighbor to use a certain brand 
of soap or cereal when the neighbor knows that we do 
not use that brand ourselves. Our conduct must back 
our creeds. 
Our Prayers 
From the beautiful little tribute to Mrs. Katherine 
Cronk, by her sister Mrs. Copenhaver, we learn that 
she had a prayer list, and daily, she carried those whose 
names were written there, to her Lord. This was the 
secret of her power for Christ in other lives. We shall 
never be successful in winning others for Him without 
heartfelt prayer to Christ for their souls. 


Will We? 

Others are our responsibility. Christ has made them 
so. Every tie of friendship, of business, of organization 
that binds us to others is an opportunity for Christ. 
A club in High School, a Fraternity in College, a sewing 
circle, a casual friendship, all are open avenues of ap- 
proach for Christ. Will we travel them? Will we?

Fourth Sunday in Lent 
WHAT ARE THE REAL VALUES OF 
CHURCH MEMBERSHIP? 
Ephesians 4:1-16 

To Leaders: This subject ought to help us to prize our Church 
more highly and serve her more willingly. Pray that this may be the 
result of your plans. Discussion questions: 1. Assign to five members 
the question “Why do I love my Church?” 2, What is the differ- 
ence between the Church visible and the Church invisible? (Have 
the pastor answer this or send the speaker to him for help.) 
3. How does the Church meet the problem of war? 4. What would 
our community be like without a Church? 5. Is denominationalism 
a curse or a blessing? (Again ask speaker to consult pastor.) 
6. Why not spend Sunday in healthy sport or physical rest, with- 
out attending Church? 

Topic 

James Moffatt says “We need the Church and its 
witness in order to come into touch with the Lord: 
Any one who denies that or decries it, is in error.” 
We do not have so much trouble with folks who openly 
deny as we do with those who say, “Yes, people ought 
to go to Church” and then don’t go themselves. It 


will be well for us to consider just a few of the values 
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in Church-going for us. Many more reasons why we 
should go will occur to you. 


The Word 

The Church has kept the Bible for the world. It 
has also thru its pulpits kept the Word in human hearts. 
The Word is a light and our pathway thru life is dark. 
For all that the Word has meant to us, in times of sor- 
row, or joy, when we have been tempted, or sinning 
need forgiveness, when we are puzzled as to right and 
wrong, for all the Word has meant in those times of 
need, we may thank the Church. Just think of the power 
the Word has had through the Church School. Add 
that to the power of the sermons and you begin to 
value the Church of the open Bible. 


The Sacraments 

See the fond parents standing before the font to 
dedicate their babies to Jesus!’ What does that simple 
ceremony mean to them? Children, born to sin, re- 
ceived into the loving arms of Jesus, forgiven and born 
into the family of the Father. And Holy Com- 
munion, what a comfort, what an assurance of forgive- 
ness, what a sense of the indwelling Christ. These 
sacraments are means of grace, the way by which the 
loving favor of God comes upon us. There are some 
who do not appreciate the sacraments, believing that 
they are unnecessary, They are expressly commanded 
in the Word. They promise heavenly gifts. That should 
be enough for the child of God. 


Worship 
Prayer, praise and thanksgiving are necessary ex- 

pressions of love to God. Without them the love will 
grow cold. Let love be silent in the home and it will 
die. So the life that tries to keep right relations with 
God, will fail without expression in worship. The 
Church encourages and directs in this expression. Our 
liturgy is not a mere form, it shows us the way of 
worship and makes possible the lifting of many voices 
in a single expression of love. As God comes to us 
through the Word, through the Sacraments, and through 
the sacramental parts of the service of His House, so 
we go to Him in prayer, praise and thanksgiving. We 
need the Church for worship. 

Work 


The organized Church is the servant of Christ. He 
works through her, She is His body, does what He 
would do were He in the flesh. Take the Church out of 
the world and you must take with her, hospital, institu- 
tion of mercy, school, abolition of human slavery, free- 
dom of woman, control of vice and crime, in fact every- 
thing that we count as the marks of modern civilization. 
The forces of evil are organized. The forces for Christ 
must be organized and led to a life and death struggle 
with them. He who thinks to do effective service for 
Christ outside the Church will discover that he is 
making futile effort. The Church offers us work that is 
worth while, 

Fellowship 

How much this means, yet.we accept our Church 
friendships without much thought. When one moves 
away from a parish to a strange place, how memory 
cherishes the fellowship of the home Church. How 
much more confident is the mother who knows her chil- 
dren are out with the young folks of the Church. How 
many homes have begun at the altar of the home 
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Church because the happy young folks met at Luther 
League. 

This same fellowship is the hope of the brother- 
hood of man. It knows no race. It respects no class. 
All are one in Christ Jesus. It is a fellowship that 
does not level down to the low, but up toward the mark 
of the high calling in Christ. If some of the leaders in 
international relations would only forget for a while the 
give and take diplomacy and give their fine talents to the 
extension of the fellowship of Christ, they would offer 
more hope to a discouraged world. 

And More 

The debt we owe to the Church can never be paid, 
never! Let us consecrate ourselves anew to her service. 
We have considered a few of the gifts of the Church 
to us. There are more of which every Leaguer can read- 


ily think. 
“TI would be simply used, 
Spending myself in humble task or great, 
Present at altar, keeper of the gate, 
So be my Lord requireth just that thing 
Which at the needful moment I bring. 
O joy of serviceableness, divine, 
Of merging will and work, dear Lord, in Thine, 
Of knowing that results, however small, 
Fitly into Thy stream of purpose fall. 
I would be simply used!”

Fifth Sunday in Lent 
WHAT IS MY SHARE IN THE MISSIONARY 
ENTERPRISE 
I Thessalonians 1:1-10 

Leader: Let us add to the question as stated in 
our subject another question which logically follows the 
first one. What is my share in the missionary enter- 
prise? Am I doing my share in the missionary enter- 
prise? Am I doing my share to make Christ known to 
the world? 

There are some people who have definitely marked 
out for each day just what their share is. Some are serv- 
ing in India; some in China, Japan, Africa, South Amer- 
ica. Some teach in mission schools; some preach in 
mission churches; some practice medicine in mission hos- 
pitals; some visit women in their zenanas. 
choice has been made they do not have to spend much 
time deciding just what their share is, They have chosen 
their own share and we like to think that they are 
happy in their choice. We are conscious of the fact that 
the rest of the world is in danger of leaving the larger 
share in the missionary enterprise to this group of 
people—to the men and women whom we designate as 


missionaries. Is this a just distribution of shares? What 
is my share in the missionary enterprise? Let us con- 
sider shares from the viewpoint of various people. Many 
of our Luther League members are students. What 


share has a student in the missionary enterprise? 
Student: I think, with our leader, that we are in 
danger of relegating missionary shares to those workers 
who are serving in foreign fields. They tell us that if 
missionary activities are to grow they must grow through 
the young people. The Haystack Prayer Meeting was 
a meeting of four students. The great Student Volun- 
teet meeting which was recently held in Detroit was 
a meeting of many hundred students, It was, however, 
one of the results of the four-student meeting; and there 
are many people assuming their shares in the missionary 
enterprise as a result of the Haystack Prayer Meeting. 
In one of our colleges for girls one young girl made 
a careful study of her share in the missionary enterprise. 


Since their, 
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As a result of this study, a group of students met every 
morning for a morning watch prayer meeting, and there 
they prayed together for missions. As another result 
on Sunday afternoons, just when the students were 
going to their rooms for quiet hours they were met with 
a question from a girl with an arm full of books: “Don’t 
you want a good book to read during quiet hours?” The 
missionary shelf of the college library offered a number 
of books which this girl kept in circulation. The results 
can not be tabulated. Do you think that the fact that 
one of this group is serving in the foreign field, that 
another is in training for service in the foreign field, 
and that others are missionary leaders in their own con- 
gregations may be counted as part results of this one 
girl’s study of her share in the missionary enterprise. 


Leader: The student share of the missionary enter- 

prise is a large one. (Other student incidents may be 
told or the meeting may be thrown open for stories of 
student missionary activities). What about the young 
men and women who have passed beyond student age? 
What is their share? 
This is a case in which shares do not de- 
crease with age. The completion of a college course en- 
titles to a larger share in the missionary enterprise. Po- 
sitions in various missions are open to college men and 
women. Shares as teachers, pastors, doctors, nurses 
may be theirs. Many people are barred from holding 
these shares since these positions are open only to 
college men and women, The young woman who wants 
a position in one of the schools of India, Japan, Argen- 
tina must have a college degree. If she wants to prac- 
tice medicine in one of our mission hospitals she must 
pass various difficult medical examinations, The young 
man who would serve as teacher, pastor, or director in 
one of our missions must present evidence of the com- 
pletion of the required courses. This fact makes it 
evident that college men and women have choice of 
large shares in the foreign missionary enterprise. And 
what is true of foreign work is just as true of the work 
at home. The young man or young woman who has 
completed a college course has splendid opportunity for 
missionary leadership. Ability to assume a share in the 
missionary enterprise has been increased by college train- 
ing. Certainly the younger boys and girls are ready to 
follow the leadership of the college trained young men 
and young women, whether they are led into the mis- 
sionary enterprise or into other enterprises less produc- 
tive of good. 


Leader: College men and women are entitled to 
large shares in the missionary enterprise. What about 
our business men? Are there shares which they may 
claim, or do business positions debar them from mis- 
sionary service? 

Member: We have heard that in former years the 
women and children had the largest shares in all mis- 
sionary work at home. We know that today the business 
men are claiming more and more their right to share in 
making Christ known to the world. Missionaries are 
being supported by men who have prospered in their 
business. Our Laymen’s Movement and our Brother- 
hoods are helping prepare workers for our various fields. 
Many business men are using one tenth of their incomes 
for the missionary enterprise; while others are using 
more, Some are promoting training schools in which

our young people may be trained to assume their shares. 
(Story of business men and large gifts). 

While this is true of some business men, we know 
that there are many men who have prospered in their 
business who are failing to assume their shares. There 
are many others who are waiting until their business 
grows financially. They are failing to know that large 
bank accounts are not necessary to entitle them to 
shares in the missionary enterprise. 

Leader: Are there others besides those who have 
been mentioned who have shares in the missionary en- 
terprise? 

Member: There is no one who is not entitled to a 
share. Some of our most interested missionary workers 
are found among the people whose incomes are very 
small. A young woman who is a teacher gives of her 
teaching talent and leads a mission study class. She 
puts into this class the same enthusiasm which makes her 
work in the school room a success, In addition she is 
also giving from her salary for the support of a 
young woman who has been called to work in a mission 
field. Many gifts that might be called gifts of sacrifice 
are being made, but they are so cheerfully made that 
there is no thought of sacrifice. (Stories of gifts that 
have been made from small bank accounts.) 
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Leader: Our study has convinced us that all have 
the privilege of claiming shares in the missionary enter- 
prise. Let us consider the added question: “Am I 
claiming my share?” Let us make a short study of 
the kind of shares that we may have. 


Member: We frequently hear the remark, “If you 
can’t do anything else, you can pray,” and so we can; 
but we prefer to make this statement in another form. 
“Your first share is the privilege which you have of 
praying—praying for special missionaries, praying that 
your own church may have a missionary spirit, praying 
that you may know and claim your share in making 
Christ known to the world.” Claiming this share and 
using this privilege will result in the assumption of 
other shares. The Luther League members who pray 
earnestly for the missionary enterprise will be led into 
other ways of sharing in the enterprise. Increased inter- 
est will result, and this increased interest will express 
itself in gifts and service. 


Leader: We have considered the question as in- 
dividuals. There is still another question. What is the 
share of our Luther League in the missionary enter- 
prise? 

(Discussion:—Share of the Luther League in the 
Missionary Enterprise).

THE KIND OF FRIEND I LIKE 
I Sam. 20: 12-23; 31-42. 

Friendship is essential to life. In fact it is life’s 
most crying need, as well as its most satisfying possess- 
ion. One can get along without many things, but not 
without friends. 

Since friendships are based on selection to a great 
degree let us set out on a quest for persons whose 
friendships will become a source of joy and benefit to us. 

1. Here is a likeable fellow to tie up to. He 
always has money. His dad lets him take out his car 
alone. He dresses well. Is popular at school. If I 
warm up to him good times are in store for me. It is 
true his sense of right and wrong isn’t very keen. He 
doesn’t go to Sunday School or church. But what 
dfference do these things make, so long as we have a 
good time together? I know how to take care of myself. 

Would you care to take chances with such a carefree 
fellow? Are money, popularity, and good times true 
values of friendship? Should one endanger his or her 
moral and spiritual growth for the sake of association 
with the so-called popular person? 

2. We meet up now with boys or girls who are 
apt at giving excuses. They excuse themselves for 
failure to recite at school. They seldom keep appoint- 
ments with you. They laugh at their own weaknesses, 
and overlook those in others. They lack the moral 
courage to stand up for what is right, lest they be 
criticized, 

Is such a person a worth-while friend? Isn’t habit- 
ual excusing of self, veiled lying? Isn’t it better to 
have a person for a friend who is honest with himself 
and you? 

3. Next we are confronted by fickle persons. They 
change their minds as often as they change their cloth- 
ing. One day they say one thing, another day another. 
One moment they do one thing, the next the opposite 
thing. You just can’t depend on such a person. 

How about that type for a friend? Wouldn’t you 
prefer to have a friend like Jonathan, who did to David 
on the appointed day what he promised he’d do? 

4. We now introduce ourselves to those who lack 
the common and simple virtues and qualities of charac- 
ter. They think nothing of lying and cheating in school. 
They consider it smart to swear. They carry around 
with them dirty pictures and tell filthy stories. They 
_dress unbecomingly. They treat lightly of matters that 
relate to our nomal physical growth. 

Does such a one fascinate you? 
she make a true friend? Why not? 


Would he or 
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Let us study some of the characteristics of true 
and worthwhile friendships. 

1. Trustworthiness, With it you and your friend can 
depend upon each other. Without it the character of 
either one of you, or that of both, is lacking in the 
most valuable trait, Honesty is a twin word of trust- 
worthiness. Point out dishonesty in Acts 4:32; 5:1-6. 

2. Humility. Think of Colonel Lindbergh as the 
world bows before him—yet how humble he remains. 
Pride and haughtiness are poor aids to true friendship. 
Consider the humility of John in Matt. 3:1, 2, 5, 6, 11-15. 

3. Courage. Read Acts 23:12-22. Herein is pictured 
a lad of high school age who faces death to carry the 
story of a conspiracy to the Romans that his uncle 
might be saved. 

Other characteristics you and I should possess to 
be likable friends are loyalty, self-control, purpose, etc. 
Discuss these points. 

Still other marks of friendship are these: Sharing 
with others; keeping secrets of one’s friends; speaking 
the truth, though the truth may hurt, to one’s friends, 
and welcoming helpful criticism from them. 


Discussion 
1. Is a display of friendliness necessarily a mark 
of friendship? 
2. Does one have many true friends? 
3. Can we be friendly toward all but be friends of 
a few? 


March 11, 1928 
HOW FRIENDSHIPS CHANGE US 
Ruth 1:16-17; John 15:1-14. 

The kind of friendships we form make or break 
us. A good friend is a helper—an evil friend a hinderer. 
Many a weak boy or girl has been elevated by the 
stronger influence of a good friend, on the other hand 
many a weak Christian boy or girl has been pulled 
down by the stronger influence of a bad friend. Which 
are you? 

On the basis of ’teen age selection of friends we 
form our friendships for all times. Choose right friends 
today and you'll choose right ones tomorrow, and visa 
versa; for boys or girls at 12 and upwards unconsciously 
determine the standards that later guide them in the 
selection of friends. 

How friendships change us is determined by the 
way we and our friends are linked up together. Mutual 
aims, pleasures, likes, etc., effect us, either for good 
or bad. Worthy aims, pleasures and the like develop 
worthy friendships; the reverse, on the other hand, is 
also true. Now in our lesson in John 15:1-14 we are 
shown how to assure for ourselves worthy results 
through friendships. That is, by linking up with Jesus. 
He is our common and mutual friend, and as we and 
our friends link up ourselves with Him we enjoy con- 
stant changes for the better in friendliness. 


A Christ-centered friendship brings about the follow- 
ing changes: a 

1. It (vs 2) purges us that we may bring forth more 
fruit of friendliness. All of us have faults that need to 
be removed before true and lasting friendships can be 
realized. Untruthfulness, carelessness, dishonesty, per- 
sonal bad traits, and such must first be purged from us. 
We are to be not only well-dressed, but well-mannered 
and well-behaved to enjoy friendships through Jesus. 
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2. It (vs 11) brings joy to Jesus. Too many of us 
form selfish friendships. We offend our own parents 
and other boys and girls“sometimes by choosing exclu- 
sive friendships. Have you ever thought how our friend- 
ships affect Jesus? How they affect our parents? 


3. It (vs 12) changes our whole attitude about all 
people. While we can only have a few close friends this 
friendship with Jesus makes us regard all boys and girls 
in a different light. No longer is there room left in our 
hearts for hatreds. It means that we will like everybody 
for Jesus’ sake. 


4. It means (vs 14) that we are friends of Jesus. 
We will study more about our friendship with Jesus 
next Sunday. 


Intermediate boys and girls should make friends 
with their parents. They have more to do with shaping 
us than any others. A word of counsel and of rebuke 
administered by them should be heeded as coming 
from one’s truest friend. When George Washington 
was a boy he set out to board a ship to become a sailor, 
but when he saw his mother in tears he ordered the serv- 
ant to take his luggage back to his house. What if 
George Washington had disobeyed his mother? 


Most boys and girls come in close touch with 
Christian men and woman, whose words and character 
change their whole course of life. Ruth was so influenced 
by the noble character of Naomi, Ruth 1:16, 17. Let 
yourselves be guided by noble lives, living and dead, 
as you meet up with them in life and study. 

Friendships have such a telling effect on some 
people that it is said they begin to look alike. This 
is oftimes the case with husband and wife. In the same 
degree let your characters blend with those of your 
friends. 

Discussion 

1. Does friendship require me to protect a friend 
by telling a falsehood? 

2. Should one follow a friend in doubtful pleasure 
merely “to be a sport?” 

3. Is a timely and kindly rebuke by a friend to be 
considered lightly? 


March 18th, 1928 


MAKING CHRIST MY GREATEST FRIEND 
James 2:23. John 15:15-27. 

Friendship was one of the great qualities of the 
life of our Lord Jesus Christ on earth. We can imagine 
from all the Gospels tell us about Him, that from the 
days of His boyhood He had the gift of making and 
keeping friends. (Luke 2:46 and 52.) His first disciples 
were attracted toward Him by His attitude of friend- 
ship and doubtless followed Him because of it. (John 
1:38, 39.) It is a very beautiful thought that the Christian 
church, which has grown and developed through the 
centuries to such a wonderful degree, had its simple 
_beginnings in the friendly contacts between Jesus and a 
few other men. But He was not as we so often are in 


the matter of friendship; He did not only choose His . 


friends from among those who were congenial to Him, 
or those who might be in a position to favor or help Him; 
He hunted out those for whom nobody else cared and 
showed Himself a friend to them. This was one of the 
reproaches hurled against Him by enemies. (Luke 7:34.) 
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Even Jesus’ mission to earth as our Saviour and 
Redeemer is an expression of His friendship. Real 
friendship is simply love put into action. Jesus proved 
Himself the friend of all men by His loving work of 
redemption for them. He said this about Himself and 
His mission (Luke 19:10; Matt. 20:28), and when His 
disciples came to think about Him and His work they 
recognized that by His death on the cross Jesus Christ 
proved Himself the friend of all humanity. (Rom. 5:7, 8.) 


When we come to think of how we can make Jesus 
Christ our greatest friend we are faced with a difficulty 
that many people have found. It is easier to talk about 
friendship and its value, than it is to find a friend or be 
a friend. We like to sing, “What a friend we have 
in Jesus!” without trying very seriously to prove our 
words. We cannot make Jesus Christ our greatest 
friend just by saying so or wishing so, Here are some 
ways which He Himself has pointed out as leading to 
real friendship with Him. 

1. To be a friend of Jesus I must try to share 
His own thoughts and feelings. This is not easy for 
any one, and indeed it is possible only because and as He 
makes it so. The fifteenth chapter of the Gospel of 
John has as its theme His invitation to His disciples 
to be His friends, loving Him as He loved them, sharing 
His thoughts and obeying His commandments. So I 
must study the life of Jesus to discover the secret of 
its power, and I must daily try to grow into His likeness 
if I would be His friend. (Phil. 2:5). 

2. Jesus calls me to be His friend in sharing His 
task and bearing the burden that He bore, the burden 
of other’s needs. (Matt. 11:29, 30). It is always the 
greatest friendship which makes the greatest demands. 
If I am in desperate need of help I do not go to a 
stranger for it; I go to my friend. And so Jesus pays 
us the very highest of compliments when He invites 
us to be His friends in doing His work. 

3. Jesus has attracted more people to Him than 
any other character of whom history knows, because 
He was more interested in men and women and little 
children than anybody who has ever lived on earth. 
One sure way for me to come into real friendship with 
Him is to share His interest in people. Other folks, 
with their joys and sorrows, their needs and desires, their 
strength and their weaknesses, were very real to Him. 
They must be real to me, too. Not just shadowy figures 
on the background of my own interests, but brothers 
and sisters all, who stand in need of what I can be and 
do for them. 

We often fail others in our friendship with them, 
and sometimes others fail us. But Jesus is the one 
friend who will never fail us. (Eph. 3:20, 21). We can 
always count on Him to be our friend in every kind of 
need, We do not find Him lacking in sympathy or 
help or interest in us and our*concerns. There is no 
other Friend like Him.

HOW FAR SHOULD FRIENDSHIPS REACH? 
Matt. 5:43-48; Luke 10:25-37. 

This is a practical application of the theme we have 
been studying this month. It takes us afield, apart 
from our small circle of friends into larger spheres of 
interest. 
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1. I would suggest first that our friendships should 
reach into the heart. Matt. 5:43-48 tells us how this is 
done. Too often we wear our hearts so deep that it 
becomes a difficult matter for others to enter them. 
Someone has rightly suggested that we wear our hearts 
on our sleeves, always exposed to those about us and 
ever ready with fervant love to dispense warmth. 

There is such a thing as a pocketbook friendship. 
That type of friendship that lasts as long as the pocket- 
book is full and plenty. Such friendship isn’t rooted in 
the heart, for it empties itself when the pocketbook is 
emptied. Similar passing friendships are those built 
up around pleasure and social preferment. Heart friend- 
ship is one that weathers every condition and circum- 
stance. 

2. Our friendships should reach into the home. 
A boy or girl unfit to come into your homes is unfit for 
you. Without parental approval friendship of a boy 
or girl should be seriously questioned. I warn you 
against secret friendships—the kind made against paren- 
tal wishes. I also advise you against street-corner dating 
and the like. The home should be the center of friend- 
ship activities. 

3. Friendships should reach deep enough to safe- 
guard your moral and physical life. Perfection spoken 
of in Matt. 5:48 includes these phases of our upward 
development and true friends understand and respect 
each other for uprightness in character. It has become 
the custom of many young people today to expose their 
bodies and emotional natures to “thrills”, and to enjoy 
these thrills they let down the bars of moral restraint. 
Here again I warn you to be on your guard. Let no one 
become familiar, or “fresh” as we say, with you—nor 
take unfair advantage of another’s weakness. Disregard 
the false plea of unmoral youth that to have a good time 
one must allow certain privileges; nor get the notion 
that you can’t be popular and at the same time be 
decent. . The world is still full of upright youth. Be 
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decent and decency will rise up to meet thine, and ful- 
fill your fondest hopes for a healthy and happy future. 

4. Friendships should reach heavenward to produce 
the results set forth in Luke 10:27. God-centered friend- 
ships, which to us means church-centered friendships, 
should be our objective in building up our circle of 
friends. Youth knit together in holy bonds through 
the life and teachings of the church enjoy the richest 
blessings possible. 

5. Friendships should reach deep enough to pro- 
voke mutual helpfulness, Luke 11:5-8. 

6. Friendships should reach outside the little circle 
of closest friends to others beyond. The good Samari- 
tan, Luke 10:29-35, befriended a helpless man who was 
not of his sect or station in life; while the Priest amd the 
Levite passed on by him because he was not one of 
them. Had he been a Priest or a Levite doubtless he 
would have had earlier succor rendered him. 

This parable of Jesus commissions us to exercise the 
same friendly feeling toward all men that He showed 
toward us as told us in John 3:16, and that He com- 
mands of us in John 15:12. 

7. Friendships should reach beyond the waters. 
There is a work for us to do for the Master in conti- 
nents separated from us by the mighty oceans. The 
Great Commission, Matt. 28:19, is our marching orders. 
Do your bit as a League in obedience to this command 
by sending into headquarters a contribution to the Inter- 
mediate South American Objective. 


Don’ts 

1. Friendships don’t reach deep enough to betray 
family secrets, nor those of your friends. Be loyal to 
home and friend. 

2. They don’t draw the color or race line. Read 
John 1:11-12. 

3. Nor do they dissolve for spiteful or “cattish” 
reasons.

. Where have we a school for the blind? (In India.) 

6. In what foreign land have we churches? (Answer 
same as to No. 3.) 

7. What center have we that takes care of old people 
and children who have no other protection? 
(Colony of Mercy, Kumamoto, Japan.) 

8. What can we do for the Near East Relief? 

9. What can we do to help our missionaries in their 
work? : 

10. Where is the Katharine Scherer Cronk Memorial 
Kindergarten to be built? 

Recitation: Christ has No Hands but our Hands. 

Closing Hymn: Take My Hands and Let Them Be. 

Missionary Benediction: (All together.) God be 
merciful to us and bless us, and cause His face to shine 
upon us: that Thy way may be known upon earth, Thy 
saving health among all nations. Ps. 67:1,2.

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GOD’S HOUSE 
(By Miss Laura Wade Rice) 
Hymn: “I Love Thy Zion, Lord.” (Three verses. )

Hymn: “I Love Thy Zion, Lord.” Last three 
verses. 

Leader: Man is the only creature that worships, for 
man is the only creature that sets apart a special place 
in which to worship. The poet says, ‘The groves were 
God’s first temples,” and men who have made a study of 
“Houses of God” have found great slabs of stone set up in 
circles without walls or roofs where long ago peoples 
went with praise and prayer and gifts to the One whom 
ignorantly they worshipped. They have found, as in 
Mexico, high altars where human beings were sacrificed 
to please the sort of a being they imagined God to be. 

Every people all through the ages has had some 
spot or some building that meant to them what this 
Church means to you—a place where they came near to 
their God. We call this building a church, and we are 
going to think and talk about it, and about what you see 
here and do here. 

Junior: Yes, but doesn’t church mean people, too, 
as well as the building? 

Leader: Why do you think so? 

Junior: That hymn said: “the church our blest 
Redeemer saved, with His own precious blood,’—and 
that means people, not a house. 

Leader: The word church is from an old Greek 
word which meant “lord” and the lord’s house and the 
lord’s people both belonging to Him, soon were called 
just “the Lord’s,” or the church. 

Junior: What sort of a church did they have at first? 

Leader: It was not like the temples, places into 
which only the priests could go, but a room where many 
believers in Jesus could sit and worship together. After 
a while this room would be made larger, soon it was 
built in the form of a cross. 

At first it was just a plain and simple place, because 
for a long time Christians were persecuted and dared not 
let their places of worship be known. They met in 
dens and caves, in tombs, in underground burial places 
in Rome called the catacombs. 

After Constantine the Emperor became a Christian 
and Christianity became the religion of the Empire, the 
building and decorating of churches began. 

Junior: The big churches in Europe are called 
Cathedrals. I saw a book of pictures of them—they 
have carvings and stone statues all over the outside. 

Leader: Yes, the outer decorations of these build- 
ings have been called “the people’s Bible.” Long be- 
fore books were printed, the people learned their Bible 
stories from the walls of their churches. They had great 
love for these buildings and great reverence for them. 

Junior: The Catholic boys who go to our school 
take off their hats as they pass their church. 

Leader: All Christians, boys and girls, men and 
women, should show such reverence for the house of 
God that as soon as they enter its doors a holy quiet 
should steal into their hearts. Will you all repeat these 
words: “The Lord is in His holy temple, let all the 
earth keep silence before Him.” A Church is a holy 
place, because it has been set apart as a spot where men 
come together to meet God. We say, “Our Father,” and 
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“Our Church,” because as someone has said, “God and 
one man could make any other religion, it takes God 
and two men to make Christianity.” Some mission 
churches in the west were built of sod in earlier days, 
some churches are great stone cathedrals costing millions 
of dollars—size and cost do not make one building any 
more of a church than the other. God’s presence among 
His worshippers makes it a holy building. 

Junior: But we ought to build beautiful places for God. 

Leader: You remember King David was unhappy 
because he said, “I dwell in a house of cedar and the ark 
of God only has a covering of curtains.” Every man 
should give of his best to God, every congregation should 
make His house just as beautiful as possible. Nothing 
is too beautiful for God.

Leader: Older people on entering their pews bow 
their heads and speak to the One into Whose house 
they have come. Will you bow your heads and repeat 
this prayer? (Dictate until learned.) 

Leader: As you sit in the pews you see before 
you a space and beyond it a railing which is called the 
chancel rail, and the space within is the chancel. 

In the pew, you come to God. You speak to Him 
in prayer and hymn, From the chancel God speaks to 
you in the words of the Scripture and of the sermon. 

But not only in words, read or spoken, does God 
give us His messages. What do you see beyond the 
space that separates the place for the people from the 
place from which God speaks to you? 

Junior: I see a baptismal font. 
there when I was a little baby. 

Junior: I see a stand—mother calls it the lectern 
on which the open Bible rests. 

Junior: I see the pulpit where our preacher stands 
to preach his sermons. 

Junior: I see a sort of table—father told me to call 
it the altar. There’s a cross on it, and an open Bible, 
and on communion Sundays it has the plates and glasses 
for the bread and wine for the Holy Communion. 

Leader: Very good! How old were you when your 
father and mother brought you here for baptism? 

Junior: Oh, just a baby. But not long ago a grown 
up man was baptized right there, too. 

Leader: Yes, your parents brought you as soon as 
they could after your life began that they might give you 
to God and that He might give you in a special way His 
grace to help you live your whole life for Him. The 
man’s parents did not do that, so when he chose for 
himself to give his life to God, he was baptized. 

Baptism stands at the beginning of the Christian 
life. You were then made a baptized member of the 
Christian church. Your parents promised to teach you 
God’s Word and to bring you up to do His will, How 
do you know what He wants you to do? 

Junior: I know! It’s in the Bible—the Bible tells 


I was baptized 
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us how to live right. 

Leader: So after the font gives you the message 
that by its holy water and the words of God your pastor 
spoke over your baby head you belong to God and He 
has put His spirit within you, the lectern with its open 
Bible brings you its message. And the lectern says to 
you, “Feed your soul on the words of this holy Book.” 
David said, “Thy word was found and I did eat it,” not 
with his mouth, but with his mind and soul. 

Just as your little baby body would not have grown 
to boyhood or girlhood without food, so your soul must 
be fed on the word of God if you are to grow into Christ- 
ian manhood and womanhood. You are very fortunate 
children. Each one can have a Bible of your own. 
Luther was grown before he found a Bible, and it was 
chained to the lectern so no one could steal it. 

Junior: And even then it was written in Latin and 
very few could read it. Luther translated it into Ger- 
man and the newly invented printing presses gave it to 
everyone—then everybody could read God’s Word. 

Leader: So when you see the open Bible on the 
lectern thank God for Luther who gave the open Bible 
to the world, and thank Him that the Protestant Church 
has always stood for the open Bible. 

Junior: I told about the pulpit. 

Leader: Yes, you did. Jesus told His disciples to 
go everywhere preaching the Word. “Preach the gospel 
to every creature,” He commanded them. So your pastor 
goes into the pulpit and from the open Bible he reads 
to you one verse or more of a text. Then he explains 
the message of God to you and shows you how it fits 
into the needs of your daily life or helps you to know 
and do God’s will. So the pulpit says to you, “Listen to 
God’s messages. Be ye doers of the word, and not 
hearers only.” 

Junior: What does’ the altar tell us? 

Leader: The altar Abel built was for sacrifice, the 
sacrifice of a lamb. Noah, Abraham and others who 
built altars laid their sacrifices on them. Sacrifice was 
a sign that there was sin to be taken away. So the altar 
says to you, “Christ is sacrificed for you.” He died to 
take away the sin of the world. This open Bible tells 
you the story, this Cross reminds you of the cruel death 
He died that you might have Everlasting Life. The 
Holy Communion is His body broken and His blood 
shed. He said “for you.” 

And so from the font, the lectern, the pulpit and the 
altar, though they cannot speak words to your ears, 
there comes God’s message to your soul: 

Be born into God’s family. 

Read and study His Word. 

Listen, hear and do. 

The blood of Jesus Christ cleanses you from all sin.

Gospel for the Day 

Prayer: Collect for the day. 

Leader: Every room in your house has its special 
use, You could find your way around in the dark. I 
hold in my hands a book. Everyone should be able to 
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find their way around in it—but some folks stumble over 
the pages and shut it up.in despair and seldom go into 
its rooms, 

Junior: I know what it is—it is our Hymn Book we 
sing out of in church. 

Leader: Yes, but it is more than that. 
name on the blackboard. 

All: Common Service Book with Hymnal. 

Leader: Can you find your way around in it? What 
are its different rooms for? Open at page nine. (Each 
Junior should have a copy of large book.) 

Some things you do in the morning, others in the 
evening. On page nine is the Morning Service, which 
We use on Sunday mornings in church. Will you all rise? 
I will take the place of the minister. (Reads first sen- 
tence.) 

We begin in this way because God has told us to 
worship Him and preach His gospel and we do it in His 
name. (Juniors all sing ‘“Amen.’) 

Leader: Amen means “so be it.” By saying Amen 
you tell that you agree to what has been said or sung. 

What is next in the Service? 

All: The Confession of Sins. 

Leader: God is pure and holy and good. We are 
full of sin, we cannot say when we come in to God’s 
presence, “I am coming as your equal,’ as we might 
with a man. Above everything else we need to be for- 
given and be saved from sin and have everlasting life, now 
on earth and forever in heaven. Because Jesus died for 
us we have forgiveness and life eternal. ; 

(Impress these thoughts before proceeding. Then 
read ‘Beloved in the Lord,” etc., including Versicle.) 

(Juniors chant: ‘““Who made heaven and earth.”) 

Leader: You see our Minister confesses, too, for the 
Bible says, “all have sinned and come short of the glory 
(the glorious character) of God.” 

Now you sing that you are sure that because you 
have come to confess, He will forgive. 

(Juniors respond, “And Thou forgavest,” etc.) 

Then the Minister confesses to God. (Leader reads.) 

Now you—the congregation—join with him. 

All: “O Most. Merciful God,” etc. 

Leader: The Minister then declares to you how and 
why you are forgiven for Jesus’ sake. (Reads.) 

All: “A-men.” 

Leader: Now that we have confessed and been for- 
given, we can really begin our worship. Introit means 
beginning. Find on page— the Introit for the day. 
It is a psalm, verse or verses, an Antiphon or reply 
verse, and the Gloria (praise) Patri (to the Father.) 

(All reply with the Antiphon; sing the Gloria Patri.) 

Leader: What word is at the head of page 12? 

All: The Kyrie. 

Leader: Kyrie is a Greek word and means, “O, 
Lord.” The Kyrie is a prayer. Three times we, the 
minister and the people, ask for God’s grace. 

(Leader and Juniors pray the Kyrie.) 

Now we are ready to praise this good God, Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. What is this, one of the oldest 
morning hymns of the Christian Church, called? 

All: The Gloria in Excelsis. 

Leader: It begins with the song of the angels the 
night that Christ was born to save us. Then it adores 
God, the Father (first paragraph). Next. it adores or 
worships God the Son—Jesus Christ, one with the 


Read its 
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Father and the Holy Ghost, 

(All sing the Gloria in Excelsis.) 

Leader: So far, the Minister and the congregation 
have approached or come near to God in worship. God 
has also come near to them. Now He is to speak to 
them through His holy Word and the Sermon. 

So now the Minister greets the people and says, 
“The Lord be with you,” and they reply by praying for 
him that God may be with him. 

(All chant: “And with thy spirit.”) 

Leader: Then together they pray in the words of 
the Collect. 

(Turn to the Collect for the day, read together, 
and sing “A-men.’) 

Leader: This is the collected or united prayers 
of pastor and people. These Collects are also the united 
prayers of the Church of all the ages. There are very 
few, if any, that have not been in use more than 1200 
years. The first compilation (explain) was made in the 
reign of Charlemagne of France, 800 A.D. They are 
used in Lutheran and Episcopal churches throughout the 
world, and, in Latin, in the Roman Catholic Church. 

The Minister now goes to the Lectern and reads 
to the people God’s message to them from the Holy 
Scripture. i 

First is read the Epistle, one of the letters of the 


apostles. Then the people sing “the Hallelujah’—praise 
the Lord. (AIl sing.) 
Leader: Then the Gospel is read. This is taken 


from some part of the life of our Lord. It is announced 
and we all stand in reverence to Him and sing in His 
praise—‘Glory be to Thee, O Lord,” and listen to its 
words. At the end we sing, “Praise be to Thee, O 
Christ.” (All sing.) 

Leader: We then tell what we believe in the same 
words which the Church has used for ages, The name 
Creed comes from the Latin word, “credo,” I believe. 

(All repeat the Creed.) 

Leader: Now let us sing a hymn—295—and then 
we shall listen to God’s message to us through the mind 
and lips of the Minister. 

The Lutheran Church holds that the Sermon is an 
especially important part of the service, for while our 
Lord did not command us to sing hymns or use any 
parts of which we have been telling, He did command 
the preaching of the Word. At the sermon’s close we all 
rise and the Minister gives the blessing: 

“The peace of God which passeth all understand- 
ing, keep your hearts and minds through Christ Jesus.” 

Junior: I know what comes next. We give an 
offering to God and the Minister places it on His altar. 
We sing then, too. (AII join in the Offertory.) 

Leader: Now we have worshipped God by bringing 
Him our gifts. Let us be reverently quiet and with our 
Minister pray the General Prayer, which asks all possible 
blessings for all:men and all work for God done by men 
and the Church. (Read same in concert.) 

Then altogether we will pray the ‘prayer our Lord 
has taught us. 

(All join in “Our Father, which art in Heaven,” etc.) 

Leader: A Closing Hymn follows, ending with the 
Doxology (Greek, doxa: glory; and logos: a word or 
saying.) Then the Minister lifts his arms and blesses the 
people in God’s name. This is called the Benediction. 

(All sing the Doxology.)

The rose, finally, should be 
placed in a sky-blue field, as this joy 
is already the beginning of the heaven- 
ly, and is comprehended in the hope 
of heaven, and that field should be 
encircled by a golden ring, because 
heavenly salvation endures forever 
and is valuable above all other possess- 
ions.’”
